Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  health  of  Otley  for 
the  year  1937. 

In  my  last  report  I  remarked  on  the  revival  of  trade  in 
the  Engineering  Industry.  This,  I  think,  is  still  maintained 
and  likewise  many  of  the  other  industries  have  been  working 
full  time. 


In  the  Worsted  and  Spinning  Mills,  trade  has  not  been  so 
good,  with  a  result  many  of  the  employees  have  only  been 
working  on  short  time. 


I  do  hope  the  Council  will  use  every  effort  to  induce 
some  other  industry  to  come  into  the  town.  Could  we  not 
tempt  some  of  the  Clothing  Manufacturers  to  open  out  in 
Otley,  and  so  provide  female  labour  which  is  no  doubt 
badly  needed. 


The  following  figures  will  give  you  some  idea  of  the  state 
of  trades  in  your  district  during  the  last  few  years  : — 
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During  the  year  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  has  been  carried  out  most  efficiently.  The  work 
thrown  on  this  department  is  however  becoming  much 
heavier  year  by  year,  by  virtue  of  increased  legislation.

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I  must  refer  to  the  diminishing  birth-rate  which  is  most 
threatening,  and  if  it  goes  on  progressing  to  any  extent,  it 
may  have  serious  consequences  for  the  future  of  the  British 
race. 

There  is  another  important  matter  I  wish  to  refer  to, 
that  is,  the  Causes  of  Death.  During  the  year  we  had  only 
one  death  from  an  infectious  disease,  viz.,  Whooping  Cough. 
There  being  no  deaths  from  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
or  Enteric  Fever.  This  is  very  satisfactory,  and  moreover. 
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there  was  no  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer, 
as  is  shown  by  the  following  figures  : —

In  my  early  days  we  suffered  from  a  heavy  Death-rate 
from  Respiratory  Diseases,  viz.,  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and 
other  Respiratory  Diseases,  but  during  the  last  five  years 
these  causes  of  death  have  only  numbered  17  in  1933,  12  in 
1934,  26  in  1935,  20  in  1936,  and  18  in  1937. 

This  alteration  may  be  due  to  the  changes  in  the  character 
of  the  winter  and  spring  months,  especially  as  regards  their 
severity.  Extremes  in  weather  quickly  affect  both  the  very 
young  and  aged  people. 

Let  us  consider  another  cause  of  Death,  viz.,  Heart 
Disease.  Out  of  159  deaths,  Heart  Disease  and  other 
Circulatory  Diseases  accounts  for  69,  or  nearly  one-half  of  the 
total  deaths.  You  may  remember  that  last  year  I  referred 
to  the  increase  in  deaths  from  Heart  Disease,  and  again  I 
wish  to  say,  the  heavy  strongly-built  and  even  the  slender 
and  spare  type  of  person  are  all  liable  to  the  disease,  and  many 
of  them  may  even  be  active  and  athletes.  Can  all  these 
deaths  due  to  lesions  of  the  heart  be  due  to  worry,  struggle  for 
life,  over-eating,  pressure  of  work,  heavy  smoking,  mal¬ 
nutrition,  bad  housing  and  dampness  ? 

Infantile  Mortality 

The  Deaths  registered  under  one  year  of  age,  numbered  8, 
viz.,  4  males  and  4  females,  giving  an  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  for  Otley  of  60  per  1,000  births  per  annum. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  : 
58  per  1,000  births  per  annum. 

You  will  note  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  Otley  is 
2  per  1,000  births  higher  than  for  England  and  Wales.

Tuberculosis — New  Cases  and  Mortality  during  year  1937 


You  will  note  from  the  above  table  we  had  twenty-two 
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new  cases  notified,  viz.,  17  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
and  5  cases  of  other  forms  of  Tuberulosis. 

The  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  numbered  seven,  viz., 
six  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  one  from  other  form  of 
Tuberculosis.

Infectious  Diseases 

During  the  last  few  years  we  have  had  a  most 

satisfactory 

time  as  regards  Infectious  Diseases.  Take  Scarlet  Fever,  for 
instance  ;  the  number  of  notifications  of  this  disease  for  the 
last  five  years  were,  141  in  1933,  43  in  1934,  21  in  1935,  12  in 
1936,  and  18  in  1937,  and  during  the  four  months  August, 
September,  October  and  November  of  1937  there  were  no 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified.  We  had  even  better  results 
with  regards  to  Diphtheria,  as  there  were  only  five  cases 
during  the  year  and  during  six  consecutive  months  there  were 
no  notifications  of  this  disease.  This  means  a  great  saving 
in  the  cost  of  hospital  maintenance. 

Mortuary. 

During  the  year  a  new  mortuary  has  been  erected  in  Pool 
Road  to  serve  the  Urban  District  of  Otley  and  the  Rural 
District  of  Wharf edale.  The  premises  have  been  well  designed 
and  are  a  great  improvement  to  the  old  mortuary.  Moreover, 
post  mortem  work  can  now  be  carried  out  under  hygienic 
conditions. 

Water  Supply 

In  many  of  my  reports  I  have  always  gloried  in  our 
excellent  supply  of  pure  and  wholesome  water.  It  is  one  of  the 
first  essentials  of  a  Health  Authority.  In  view  of  the  urgent 
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necessity  of  this,  the  Council  decided  on  the  erection  of  a 
power  house  at  March  Ghyll  Reservoir  and  the  installation  of 
six  pressure  filters.  These  filters  are  capable  of  dealing  with  a 
maximum  flow  of  28,000  gallons  of  water  per  hour.  The  water 
is  treated  with  the  requisite  amount  of  Soda,  Alumina  and 
Chloros  to  produce  a  water  of  first  class  standard  and  purity. 
This  treatment  will  fulfil  all  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health’s  Circular  which  was  issued  to  Local  Authorities  to 
remind  them  of  the  serious  responsibility  which  rests  upon 
them  in  relation  to  the  purity  of  the  water  supplies  under 
their  control. 

Another  improvement  which  is  at  present  being  carried 
out,  is  the  discontinued  use  of  old  privies  or  middens  used  for 
the  reception  of  ashes  and  household  refuse  by  the  substitution 
of  dustbins. 

During  the  year  By-laws  with  respect  to  the  Public 
Slaughter  Houses  were  made  and  confirmed  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health.  These  By-laws  will  assist  the  Superintendent  in 
the  management  of  these  premises. 

Important  recommendations  were  approved  by  the 
Council  for  regulating  licensed  camping  grounds  situated 
within  the  Urban  District. 

You  will  see  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  annual  report,  a 
full  report  on  the  inspection  of  cowsheds,  dairies  and  milk 
purveyors’  premises,  together  with  the  County  Veterinary 
Inspector’s  report  on  the  inspection  of  dairy  cattle  and 
information  from  the  County  Medical  Officer  regarding  the 
samples  of  “  Designated  ”  milk,  taken  for  analysis  by  the 
County  Officers. 

The  important  question  of  pasteurisation  of  milk  is  not 
yet  solved.  We  are  all  anxious  for  a  cheap,  clean  and  safe 
milk.  I  would  like  to  see  more  milk  drunk,  especially  by 
children.

Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information  and 
consideration  my  Twenty-second  Annual  Report  as  your 
Sanitar}^  Inspector  and  Cleansing  Superintendent  for  the 
year  ended  the  31st  December,  1937. 

The  period  under  review  has  again  proved  a  busy  time 
for  your  Health  Department.  A  large  amount  of  time  has 
been  devoted  to  improvement  of  houses. 

Prompt  attention  has  always  been  given  to  all 
cases  of  infectious  diseases,  disinfection  and  complaints, 
and  s3^stematic  inspections  have  again  been  carefully  and  fre¬ 
quently  carried  out. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the.  year,  all  owners  of  houses 
which  made  use  of  old  privies  or  middens  for  the'  reception  of 
ashes,  were  asked  to  substitute  these  insanitary  places  by 
the  provision  of  dustbins.  This  change  when  completed, 
will  form  a  definite  improvement,  because  it  will  reduce  the 
blowing  about  of  dust  and  filth  during  the  process  of  refuse 
collection. 

Another  improvement  is  the  new  mortuary  which  has 
been  erected  in  Pool  Road.  This  building  is  quite  up-to-date. 
All  walls  throughout  are  lined  with  white  glazed  bricks,  sink, 
washbasin  and  slabs  consist  of  white  porcelain  and  hot  water 
and  lighting  is  obtained  by  electricity. 
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The  piping  of  the  main  beck  course  at  the  Inge  Tip  was 
completed  by  laying  110  yards  of  18-inch  earthenware  pipes. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  Bye-laws  with  respect 
to  the  Public  Slaughter-houses  were  made  by  the  Council 
and  the  Bye-laws  were  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
on  the  31st  of  March,  1937.  They  came  into  operation  on  the 
1st  May,  1937. 

A  large  amount  of  time  was  devoted  to  proposed 
changes  as  regards  the  tenancies  of  the  Public  Slaughter-houses 
and  after  careful  consideration  and  with  the  unanimous 
approval  of  the  tenants  of  the  slaughter-houses.  It  was  decided 
the  following  scheme  shall  operate  from  the  1st  of  April,  1938  : 

“  Each  tenant  shall  pay  a  rent  of  £5  per  annum  for 
the  private  use  of  a  Slaughter-house  and  in  addition  each 
be  charged  the  following  slaughter  fees  : — Cattle,  Is.  6d. 
each  ;  Sheep,  3d.  each  ;  Pigs,  Is.  each  ;  Calves,  6d.  each. 

“  Above  charges  to  include  cost  of  lighting,  fuel, 
shots,  and  upkeep  of  boiler/’ 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  Council  also  decided 
that  the  Slaughter  of  sheep  and  lambs  by  humane  methods 
shall  likewise  operate  from  the  1st  of  April,  1938. 

In  October,  1937,  the  Council  decided  the  following 
fee  regarding  the  emergency  slaughter  of  animals  brought 
to  the  Public  Slaughter-houses  after  official  hours  should 
operate  forthwith  : — 

“  That  all  cases  where  animals  are  brought  to  the 
public  slaughter-houses  for  emergency  slaughter  outside 
official  opening  hours,  an  extra  sum  of  three  shillings  be 
charged  as  an  opening  out  fee,  over  and  above  the  schedule 
slaughter  fee,  but  with  the  exception  that  this  fee  is  not 
to  be  charged  where  it  is  proved  that  the  animals  to  be 
slaughtered  are  owned  by  the  tenant  butcher  himself.” 

During  December  the  carcase  of  a  cow  was  removed  to 
the  Knacker,  Otley,  from  out  of  the  Wharfedale  Rural  District 
and  which  afterwards  was  found  to  be  affected  with  Anthrax. 
All  necessary  precautions  were  immediately  carried  out  so  as 
to  prevent  any  spread  of  infection. 
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As  a  result  of  an  application  received  for  a  license  for  a 
camping  ground  the  Council  decided  the  following  recom¬ 
mendations  should  be  made  applicable  to  all  Licensed  Camping 
Grounds  situate  within  the  Urban  District  of  Otley  : — 

(a)  “  There  shall  be  separate  sanitary  conveniences  for 
the  different  sexes  of  campers.” 

( b )  “  There  shall  be  at  least  one  sanitary  convenience 
for  every  twenty- five  authorised  campers.” 

(c)  “  That  the  lay-out  of  the  camping  ground  shall  be  so 
arranged  that  male,  female  and  married  couples 
shall  be  distinctly  separate.” 

(d)  “  That  the  camp  shall  be  provided  with  a  plentiful 
and  satisfactory  water  supply  and,  if  the  supply  is 
not  town’s  water,  samples  shall  be  taken  and  analysed 
at  least  once  a  year.” 

(e)  “  The  occupier  or  owner  of  the  ground  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  provision  of  a  sufficient  number 
of  suitable  receptacles  for  the  reception  of  camp 
refuse  and  likewise  be  responsible  for  the  emptying 
of  the  receptacles  and  the  disposal  of  such  refuse.” 

(/)  “  The  occupier  or  owner  of  the  ground  shall  be  res¬ 
ponsible  for  the  cleanliness  and  tidiness  of  each 
individual  tent  or  hut,  and  also  for  the  general 
tidiness  of  the  camp.” 

(g)  “  That  before  any  license  is  granted  for  a  camping 
ground,  the  Council  shall  have  the  opportunity  of 
inspecting  the  proposed  site,  so  as  to  recommend 
the  number  of  campers  for  which  it  is  suitable,  and 
to  ensure  that  the  foregoing  requirements  are 
provided.” 


Nuisances 

During  the  year  359  Informal  Notices  and  20  Statutory 
Notices  were  served  requiring  the  abatement  of  nuisances 
in  connection  with  466  premises,  and  31  Informal  Notices 
and  two  Statutory  Notices  relating  to  nuisances  in  connection 
with  33  premises  served  in  the  previous  year,  and  not  complied 
with,  were  carried  forward  to  be  dealt  with  during  the  year 
1937. 
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The  number  of  nuisances  recorded  was  512  and  the 
nuisances  outstanding  at  the  close  of  1936  was  62.  Hence  the 
total  number  of  nuisances  to  be  dealt  with  during  the  year 
1937  was  574. 

During  the  year  428  nuisances  (affecting  366  premises) 
were  abated,  and  the  number  of  nuisances  outstanding  at 
the  close  of  the  year  was  146.  These  outstanding  nuisances 
affect  133  different  premises. 

During  the  year  there  were  301  Informal  Notices  and  20 
Statutory  Notices  complied  with,  and  the  Notices  Outstanding 
at  the  close  of  the  year,  were  89  Informal  Notices  and  2  Statu¬ 
tory  Notices. 

The  number  of  alterations  and  improvements  carried 
out  voluntarily  and  which  came  under  my  supervision  was 
68  and  the  premises  affected  by  these  works  numbered  eight. 

Again  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  in  no  instance  was  it 
necessary  to  resort  to  legal  proceedings  for  the  abatement 
of  nuisances.

Household  Refuse  Removal  and  Disposal 

The  service  of  collection  and  disposal  of  household  refuse 
has  again  been  carried  out  satisfactorily.  During  the  year 
there  were  28  separate  collections  throughout  the  district, 
an  average  of  about  13  days  for  each  collection.  In  addition 
there  were  the  usual  weeklv  collections  from  the  centre 
of  the  town. 

The  service  of  collection  for  the  district  (13  days)  cannot 
be  described  as  being  altogether  satisfactory,  but  it  cannot  be 
improved  with  the  present  staff  and  equipment.  Therefore, 
again,  I  must  ask  the  Council  to  consider  the  question  of 
improving  the  service  so  as  to  permit  a  separate  collection 
from  all  premises  in  the  district  once  a  week. 

The  service  of  collecting  refuse  each  Saturday  morning 
from  Middleton  Sanatorium  and  the  Staff  Cottages  on  behalf 
of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  has  again  been  carried 
out  throughout  the  }7ear.  A  total  of  52  loads  of  refuse  was 
collected  and  disposed  of  from  these  premises. 

The  whole  of  the  refuse  collected  has  been  dumped  at  the 
Ings  Tip,  East  Busk  Lane. 

The  West  Chevin  Quarry  Tip  was  used  as  a  dump  by  the 
Wharfedale  Rural  District  Council  for  the  refuse  collected 
from  the  Parishes  of  Menston  and  Hawksworth  until  these 
Parishes  were  taken  over  by  the  Ilkley  Urban  District  and 
the  Aireborough  Urban  Districts  respectively,  and  for  a  time 
these  Urban  Districts  continued  to  make  use  of  the  Quarry 
Tip,  but  later  in  the  year  both  Authorities  decided  to  discon¬ 
tinue  the  use  of  this  tip. 
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The  Ings  refuse  tip  has  again  been  maintained  in  a  satis¬ 
factory  and  tidy  condition  throughout  the  year  free  from  tires 
and  old  tins  have  been  regularly  removed. 

During  the  month  of  May  the  “  Pagefteld  lorr\  was 
thoroughly  overhauled  and  repaired  by  the  builders,  Messib. 
Walker  Bros.,  Pagefteld  Works,  Wigan,  and  since  the  lorry 
has  run  most  satisfactory. 

The  total  loads  of  refuse  collected  and  disposed  of  was 
1,405  motor  loads  and  23  horse  loads,  estimated  at  3,178 
tons,  which  gives  an  average  of  4.73  cwts.  per  head  of 
population. 

The  estimated  number  of  dwelling  houses  in  the  district 
is  3,341,  hence  the  amount  of  refuse  per  house  was  equal  to 
19.02  cwts.  per  annum.

Public  Slaughter-houses  and  Meat  Inspection 

The  slaughter  and  dressing  of  food  animals  in  the  pre¬ 
paration  of  meat  has  again  been  carried  out  at  the  Public 
Slaughter-houses  quite  satisfactorily. 

Towards  the  latter  part  of  the  year  we  had  trouble  in 
obtaining  a  sufficient  supply  of  hot  water,  which  was 
ultimately  found  to  be  due  to  the  corrosion  of  the  iron  pipes, 
due  to  the  action  of  the  water.  Precautions  are  now  being 
taken  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  this  trouble. 

The  number  of  Slaughtermen  licensed  in  your  district, 
under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act.  1933,  numbered  52. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  we  had  two  tenement  Slaughter¬ 
houses  vacant. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  187  visits  were  made  to  the 
Public  Slaughter-houses  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  meat. 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year 
was  7,968,  which  shows  a  decrease  of  419  animals  slaughtered 
as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  This  decrease  is  the 
result  of  240  less  number  of  animals  slaughtered  by  tenant 
butchers  and  179  less  number  slaughtered  in  the  accom¬ 
modation  slaughter-houses.

Food  Condemned  and  Destroyed 

The  amount  of  food  condemned  and  destroyed  during 
the  year  as  being  totally  unfit  for  human  consumption  was 
9,569  lbs.,  which  shows  an  increase  of  2,357  lbs.  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year.  2,848  lbs.  of  this  condemned  meat 
was  from  animals  brought  for  accommodation  slaughter  by 
persons  resident  in  the  district  outside  of  Otley  and  persons 
not  having  any  business  premises  in  Otley.

In  dealing  with  the  foregoing  condemned  food,  there  were 
40  separate  surrenders  and  no  case  of  seizure. 

The  whole  of  the  condemned  meat  was  first  sprayed  with 
disinfectant  and  later  removed  to  the  Knacker  Yard  for 
disposal. 

The  whole  of  the  cattle,  pigs  and  calves  were  slaughtered 
by  the  humane  method  as  required  by  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  Act,  1933,  by  the  Cash’s  Captive  Bolt  Pistol,  and 
commencing  on  1st  April,  1938,  the  Council  have  decided  to 
include  the  slaughter  of  sheep  by  this  process. 


Notifiable  Diseases  and  Disinfection 

The  number  of  cases  of  disease  notified  during  the  year 
was  77,  which  showed  an  increase  of  22  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year. 

Diseases  notified  were  : — Scarlet  Fever,  18  ;  Diphtheria, 
5  ;  Erysipelas,  7  ;  Cerebral  Spinal  Meningitis,  1  ;  Puerperal 
Pyrexia,  5  ;  Pneumonia,  19  ;  Pulmona^  Tuberculosis,  17  ; 
other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  5. 
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Patients  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment 
numbered  31.  viz.:  Scarlet  Fever,  18;  Diphtheria,  5; 
Erysipelas,  6  ;  and  2  observation  cases. 

There  was  only  one  child  notified  as  suffering  from 
Diphtheria  who  had  previously  been  treated  for  immunisation 
against  the  disease. 

One  patient,  62  years  of  age,  suffering  from  Erysipelas, 
died  in  hospital  eight  days  after  admittance. 

A  total  of  196  rooms  were  disinfected  during  the  year.

Ambulance  Service 

This  important  service  has  again  been  run  throughout 
the  year  most  satisfactorily,  and  only  on  six  occasions  was 
it  necessary  to  call  for  outside  assistance. 

The  “  Talbot  ”  Ambulance  has  now  completed  fifteen 
months  service  and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  the  vehicle  has  up 
to  now  proved  satisfactory.  There  has  not  been  one  complaint 
during  the  year  regarding  running  or  discomfort  to  passengers. 

The  number  of  calls  received  for  the  use  of  the  Ambulance 
was  433,  which  is  a  record,  and  this  figure  shows  an  increase 
of  61  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  calls  dealt  with  since  the  Council  took 
over  the  service  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1928 
is  2,978,  an  average  of  320.5  calls  per  annum.

Five  registered  purveyors  of  milk  have  no  registered 
premises  in  the  district,  as  each  brings  milk  into  Otley  for 
retail  sale  from  outside  districts. 

Two  of  the  registered  premises  attached  to  dwelling  houses 
are  only  registered  as  such  for  the  purpose  of  cleansing  and 
storing  milk  utensils  and  not  for  storing  milk  thereon  because 
the  premises  are  lacking  of  suitable  milk  stores. 

Eight  licences  were  issued  for  the  retail  of  milk  under  the 
Milk  (Special  Designation)  Order,  1922.  Five  were  for  the 
sale  of  Tuberculin  Tested  “  Certified  ”  Milk,  two  for  the  sale 
of  “  Accredited  ”  milk  and  one  for  the  sale  of  “  Pasteurised  ” 


milk. 


There  are  still  three  producers  of  milk  in  your  district 
licensed  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  for  the  production 
of  “  Accredited  ”  milk,  viz.,  Mrs.  H.  Kendrew,  Stubbings 
Farm  ;  Mr.  C.  Greenwood,  Maple  Bank  Farm  ;  and  Messrs. 
M.  and  R.  M.  Parker,  West  bourne  Farm.

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During  the  year  I  made  39  visits  of  inspection  to  cowsheds 
and  36  inspections  of  dairies  and  milk  purveyors’  premises. 
Taking  the  premises  as  a  whole  I  found  the  conditions  very 
satisfactory.  Only  on  one  instance  was  it  necessary  to  call 
attention  for  the  necessity  of  cleansing  and  limewashing  prem¬ 
ises  and  on  three  occasions  I  had  to  complain  of  the  dirty 
condition  of  the  milk  cows.  In  every  instance  the  faults 
were  remedied. 

The  Veterinary  Inspector  of  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  carried  out  the  usual  inspections  of  all  dairy  cattle 
on  registered  farms  in  your  district  and  his  subsequent 
reports  were  satisfactory. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  (Dr.  T.  N.  V.  Potts)  has 
kindly  forwarded  the  following  information  as  regards  the 
licences  in  force  in  your  district  under  the  (Milk  Special 
Designations  Order)  1936,  for  the  production  of  “  Accredited  ” 
and  “  Tuberculin  Tested  ”  milk,  also  information  as  to  the 
samples  taken  by  the  Officers  of  the  County  Council.

Common  Lodging  House 

There  is  still  only  one  Common  Lodging  House  in  your 
district  and  the  same  is  periodically  inspected.  The  premises 
provide  accommodation  for  75  lodgers.  The  building  is  old, 
but  the  premises  are  clean  and  well  managed. 

Offensive  Trades 

The  number  of  Offensive  Trades  registered  in  your  district 
is  sixteen,  and  they  are  classified  as  follows  : — 

13  Fish  Fryers,  2  Fellmongers,  1  Fat  Extractor. 

Periodical  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  all  those 
registered  premises  without  meeting  with  any  serious  fault. 


Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919 

Very  few  complaints  were  made  relating  to  rat  infested 
premises.  Several  lots  of  rat  bait  and  advice  was  given  to 
people  who  claimed  they  had  seen  one  or  more  rats  near 
their  premises. 

Petroleum  (Consolidated)  Act,  1928 

The  number  of  persons  licensed  in  your  district  to  store 
Petroleum  Spirit  and  Petroleum  Mixture  under  the  above 
Act,  total  29,  which  shows  an  increase  of  one  as  compared  with 
the  previous  year. 

Eight  licenses  cover  the  storage  of  Petroleum  and  Cal¬ 
cium  Carbide,  twenty  cover  the  storage  of  Petroleum  only, 
and  one  covers  the  storage  of  Calcium  Carbide  only. 

The  whole  of  the  licenses  allow  for  the  storage  of  43,100 
gallons  of  Petroleum  and  Petroleum  Mixture  and  796  lbs. 
of  Calcium  Carbide. 

No  breach  of  the  act  regarding  the  storing  of  Petroleum 
and  Calcium  Carbide  was  met  with  during  the  year. 

Shops  Act,  1934 

During  the  year  several  visits  were  made  under  the  above 
act  to  enquire  into  complaints,  and  as  a  result  of  these  visits

A  total  of  thirty-one  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to 
Factories,  Workshops  and  Workplaces  in  your  district  and 
eight  defects  were  noted  and  recorded.  In  addition  there 
was  one  defect  outstanding  and  carried  over  from  the  previous 
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year.  Hence  the  number  of  defects  connected  with  these 
premises  to  be  dealt  with  was  nine. 

Seven  defects  were  remedied  during  the  year,  thus  leaving 
two  defects  outstanding  at  the  close  of  the  year.

Housing  Acts 

The  number  of  houses  inspected  during  the  year  for 
housing  defects  under  Public  Health  Acts  or  Housing  Acts, 
was  121,  and  17  of  these  houses  were  found  to  be  satisfactory, 
whereas  the  other  104  needed  further  action.  In  addition, 
there  were  24  houses  that  were  not  reasonably  fit  for  habita¬ 
tion  carried  over  from  the  previous  year.  Hence  the  total 
number  of  houses  to  be  dealt  with  was  128. 

A  total  of  Ill  houses  belonging  to  the  latter  were  rendered 
fit  in  response  to  Informal  Notices  and  six  houses  were  ren¬ 
dered  fit  after  the  service  of  Statutory  Notices.  The  balance 
of  11  houses  had  not  been  remedied  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Overcrowding 

The  three  cases  of  overcrowded  houses  carried  over  from 
the  previous  year  have  now  been  remedied  and  there  has 
only  been  one  new  case  of  overcrowding  during  the  year, 
which  has  likewise  been  remedied. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  was  no  known  case  of  over¬ 
crowding  in  the  district. 
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Progress  of  Work  at  the  close  of  Year  1937  with  other  Houses 
dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Act,  1930. 


The  whole  of  the  fifty-nine  houses  in  the  following  areas 
in  which  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  Orders  confirming 
Clearance  Orders,  in  March,  1935,  have  now  been  demolished 
and  the  respective  sites  cleared.

37,  39,  41,  43,  45,  Cross  Green. — 'Scheduled  for  structural  repairs 
under  Section  17.  The  repairs  etc.,  to  these  houses  have  been 
satisfactorily  completed. 

85,  Gay  Lane. — Scheduled  for  demolition  under  Section  19.  Notice 
under  Section  19  withdrawn.  Owners  have  completed  extensive 
repairs  and  alterations  and  converted  premises  into  a  lock-up 
shop. 

8, 10, 12,  Newmarket. — Scheduled  for  structural  repairs  under  Section  17 
All  houses  vacated.  Still  nothing  done  to  comply  with  Notices. 

During  the  year  33  new  houses  were  erected  in  your 
district,  all  of  the  working  class  type. 

Six  of  these  houses  were  erected  by  the  Council  and  27  by 
private  enterprise. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  I  estimate  the  number  of  dwelling- 
houses  in  your  district  was  3,341. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Members  of  the  Council,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  to 
all  Officials  and  Members  of  the  Staff  for  their  assistance  and 
support  during  the  year.
